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Finally, academy secures 
essential funding boost

FIFTEEN of the county’s schools 
have cashed in on a vital share of a 
£6 billion funding package to 
improve their sites. 

For some schools, the money has 
been viewed as essential - with 
both grammars and high schools 
in desperate need of repairs and 
renovations. 

Among those to receive a share 
of the funds was Margate’s 
Hartsdown Academy. 

It had originally been earmarked 
to receive money from the Labour 
Government’s Building Schools for 
the Future programme in 2010. 

But just weeks before it was due to 
benefit, the incoming Coalition’s 
then education secretary, Michael 
Gove, scrapped the scheme. 

Two years later, it kept its 
collective fingers crossed it would 
secure funds through the Priority 
School Building Programme. 

But when the first 261 schools 
across the UK were announced, 
Hartsdown missed out again. 

Principal Andrew Somers 
claimed, as a result, the academy 
was formed to spend more than 


£100,000 every year to “keep the 
building together”. 

This week Mr Somers was told his 
school would receive millions to invest. 

He said: “It has been a long road 
since the disappointment of missing 
out of the Building Schools for the 
Future programme just weeks 
before we were due to sign that 
project off. So this is fantastic news.” 

A full timetable of when work 
will commence will be revealed in 
the autumn. 


Among the other secondary 
schools benefitting are Simon 
Langton Girls’ Grammar in Canter¬ 
bury, Rainham’s Howard School, 
the High Weald Academy in 
Cranbrook, Faversham’s Abbey 
School, the Mayfield Grammar in 
Gravesend, Pent Valley in Folke¬ 
stone, Lenham’s Swadelands, St 
John Fisher in Chatham, Dover 
Grammar School for Boys, and the 
Folkestone School for Girls. 

Education secretary Nicky 


Morgan said that the funding was 
helping to create a level playing 
field for children, regardless of 
their background. 

She added: “As part of our long 
term economic plan, we have 
continued to invest in school 
buildings which will ensure we can 
deliver even more great new schools, 
transform the learning environment 
for tens of thousands of pupils and 
their teachers whilst delivering value 
for money for the taxpayer.” 


Motorists clocked at 146mph 
roaring down our motorway 


Killer Noye could be 
out of jail ‘in weeks’ as 
he gets parole hearing 


M2 5 road rage killer Kenny Noye 
could be freed by a probation panel 
‘within weeks’ - some 15 years after 
he was finally jailed for the brutal 
roadside stabbing of 21-year-old 
Stephen Cameron. 

Mr Cameron, from Dartford, was 
killed on the Swanley interchange in 
1996. He was stabbed by Noye with a 
nine-inch knife after an apparent 
altercation over their driving. He 
died in the arms of his 17-year-old 
girlfriend. 

Noye fled, however, and was 
finally tracked down to Spain. He 
was arrested and found guilty of 
murder at the Old Baily in 2000. 

He was told he should serve a 
minimum of 16 years behind bars. 

But on Friday, the Sun newspaper 
reported Noye had been granted a 
Parole Board hearing. And that could 
result in him finally being freed. 

Noye, now 67, lived in West Kingsdown 
when he attacked Stephen Cameron. 

He was certainly no stranger to 
the police. 


He spent eight years in jail for his 
role in the Brink’s-MAT robbery in 
1983 - dubbed at the time ‘the crime 
of the century’. 

He was part of the gang that stole 
£2 6m worth of gold bullion from a 
warehouse at Heathrow. 

As part of the police investigation 
in 1985, Noye was flagged up as a 
suspect after jetting to Jersey with a 
bag stuffed with £50,000 in £50 
notes. With his house under 
surveillance, Noye stabbed to death a 
police officer he found in the garden 
of his West Kingsdown home. 

However, a jury said it was in self 
defence and he escaped jail. The 
following year he was jailed for his 
role in the robbery. Sentenced to 14 
years, he served eight. 

Speaking to the Sun, Stephen 
Cameron’s father, Ken, said: “Noye 
should never be allowed out of 
prison. He left my son dying in the 
gutter and fled to Spain. I don’t 
believe for a minute he’s changed his 
ways.” 


TWO motorists hitting speeds of 
more than 145mph were clocked 
on the county’s roads, it was 
revealed this week.

Motorists said both were spotted 
travelling more than twice as fast as

The chase began when a Peugeot van failed to stop 
for traffic officers at Iron Mill Lane, Crayford, just before 
10.30pm on Thursday. After they fled the van, they ran 
onto Crayford Marshes, chased by police. 


A 19-year-old suspect became stuck, prompting 
emergency teams to rescue him. 

He was treated by paramedics showing signs of the 
onset of hypothermia. He was taken to hospital where 
he was arrested on vehicle and drug offences. 

Police officers stuck were also freed by the helicop¬ 
ter air rescue team. 


PM dodges call for fresh 
look at making a living 
wage’ the bare minimum

PRIME minister David Cameron has 
insisted to Kent on Sunday it is up to 
the employer as to whether they pay 
the so-called ‘living wage’ amid 
mounting concerns the minimum 
wage is not enough. 

On a visit this week to Medway, 
the Conservative leader was re¬ 
sponding to calls the Government 
should hike up the current mini¬ 
mum wage of £6.50 to help relieve 
the strain many families are feeling. 

Speaking to KoS after touring 
Chatham-based train and fishing 
simulator specialists Dovetail 
Games, he said: “I support the living 
wage, and think companies and or¬ 
ganisations that can pay the living 
wage should do so but I think it’s for 
them to decide rather than Govern¬ 
ment to mandate. 

“The important thing with the 
minimum wage is to create condi¬ 
tions where it can go up, and it has 
just gone up to £6.50 - the first real

terms increase there has been 
since the crash of 2008 and on cur¬ 
rent forecast it’s due to get to above 
£8 by 2020, and I do support that. 
“Do I want to see increases in the 


minimum wage? Yes, I do - and I am 
sure we will. 

“The reason for having a low pay 
commission and having them as in¬ 
dependent from government is for 
them to set what they think is appro¬ 
priate and won’t cause problems, 
and that’s why they do that job. 

“The job of government is to try 
and create the conditions where 
wages can go up and that’s what has 
happened recently.” 

With just three months to go be¬ 
fore the nation goes to the polls, Mr 
Cameron has been keen to be seen 
on the side of business - where he 
perceives Labour has a weakness. 

The whistle-stop tour saw him 
visit Dovetail, a firm which em¬ 
ployed eight people six years ago and 
now has 98. 

The PM said: “We have got the 
conditions in place for the economic 
success we’re seeing to be felt by eve¬ 
rybody. Inflation is low, wages are 
now growing ahead of inflation, 
people are getting a pay rise, and 
that’s very good, and we want that 
to continue.”

Tribute paid 
to tragic teen 
killed by train 

THE heart-broken family of tragic Sacha 
Wheeler - the Canterbury grammar 
school pupil killed after being hit by a 
train at a controversial level-crossing in 
Whitstable - have paid a moving tribute 
to their “amazing daughter”. 

Sacha, 14, a student at the Simon 
Langton Girls’ Grammar, was killed on 
the railway line at the Glebe Way 
crossing shortly before 6pm last Sunday. 

In a statement, her family said: “Our 
amazing daughter has been taken from 
us, our hearts are broken and our lives 
will never be the same again. We want 
to thank our family, friends and Simon 
Langton Girls’ Grammar School for 
their unwavering support and kindness 
towards us at this very difficult time.” 

British Transport Police officers are 
appealing for witnesses to the incident 
which took place at the Glebe Way level 
crossing. 

Detective Constable Paula Eustace said: 
“I would like to hear from anyone who 
might have seen Sacha in the minutes 
before her death. It could be the smallest 
piece of information, but it might help me 
piece together what happened.” 

Network Rail says it is reviewing the 
future of the crossing, which has seen 
other tragedies in the past. Contact BTP

Hornby to relocate to Freeview threat due Petition pressure for 
Discovery Park site to arrival of 4G masts community council 


MODEL railway giant Hornby confirmed this 
week it was to leave its existing home in Margate 
- and set up a new base within the Discovery Park 
site in Sandwich. 

As of May 1, the company’s office-based 
operations will be housed at a 16,000 sq ft 
complex within the former Pfizer base. Around 
150 staff will be relocated. 

Manufacturing its products in Kent ended in the 
1990s - much of it now takes place in Asia. 

The company, which also produces Airfix kits 
and Corgi cars, announced last year it intended to 
leave the site - prompting fears it could leave Kent 
altogether. 

Nick Stone, group finance director, said: “In 
theory, we could have relocated anywhere. 

“However we were intent upon staying in east 
Kent for a number of reasons, not least because of 
the many loyal and experienced employees we 
have here, but also due to the area’s regeneration 
and transport links.” 


SUPERFAST mobile telecommunication masts 
on Sheppey could be set to play havoc with 
digital TV reception. 

A number of 4G masts are to be set up around 
Sheerness to deliver mobile web speeds similar to 
those experienced at home. 

But due to the frequencies used - similar to that utilised 
by Freeview - it can have an impact on the quality of TV 
reception. Viewers can suffer from blocky images or 
loss of sound. Help, however, is at hand. 

The company at800 was set up by the mobile 
operators to provide filters and other assistance to 
households where TV reception is affected 

CEO Ben Roome explained:' ‘The new 4G mobile 
masts are bringing mobile broadband to Sheemess, 
but they do have the potential to disrupt TV reception 
for some households. We’re already helping viewers 
in the area and continue to offer support. We want to 
ensure that people know it’s our role to fix any 
disruption to Freeview due to 4G at 800 MHz and that 
there’s no charge for our support.’ ’ 


A PETITION signed by 1,150 residents of Kennington 
calling for the creation of a community council has 
been delivered to Ashford Borough Council. 

It seeks to bring decision-making on local issues 
closer to home. 

The petition urges the council to conduct a 
Governance Review with the aim of forming a 
community council to serve Kennington, Little Burton, 
Bockhanger and Bybrook. This would have the same 
rights and responsibilities as a parish council. 
Signatures have been collected by Kennington 
Community Forum. 

Forum chairman Chris Morley said: ‘ ‘Community 
councils give neighbourhoods a stronger voice and 
help people feel more involved in the decisions that 
affect them. 

‘ ‘The number of signatures we have received is 
compelling evidence that Kennington needs the 
same level local representation and service provision 
that the rural areas of Ashford have had for over 100 
years.”

Fire crews prepare for 
further strike action 


HOPES of a breakthrough in the 
long-running firefighters’ dispute 
over pensions have been extin¬ 
guished after the Fire Brigades 
Union (FBU) announced further 
strike action. 

Following a conference in 
Manchester, it confirmed a 24-hour 
strike “within the coming weeks”. 


Walk-outs in the past have seen 
Kent’s fire crews support their 
union’s campaign. 

Matt Wrack, FBU general 
secretary, said: “Firefighters are 
outraged at the behaviour of the 
Westminster fire minister Penny 
Mordaunt and her boss Eric Pickles, 
who misled Parliament by falsely 



claiming that they had introduced a 
statutory guarantee that a firefight¬ 
er failing a fitness test through no 
fault of their own would receive a 
full and unreduced pension.” 


Beach club plans up for 
discussion at Ramsgate 


A STATE-of-the-art beach club, 
boasting water sports facilities, 
cafe, restaurant and accommo¬ 
dation is to be considered for a 
former car park site in Ramsgate. 

Thanet District Council will 
consider the proposals for the 
Marina Road site when it meets 
on Thursday. 

The potential for the site was 


identified in the newly adopted 
Beach Management Plan, as 
part of a wider review of the 
district’s beaches to improve 
Thanet’s coastal areas. 

If the land is released, council 
officials will begin the process 
of seeking a suitable developer 
capable of progressing the 
concept.

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Fifty Shades of success: Kent's 
role in EL James' £ 50 m success 


SO WHAT’S THE FUSS ALL ABOUT?

I T PROVED one of the publishing 
world’s most remarkable recent 
success stories... and this week¬ 
end the phenomenon that is Fif¬ 
ty Shades of Grey makes the in¬ 
evitable leap to the big screen. 

A blend of eroticism and drama, it 
will be the big hit over this Valentine’s 
weekend. 

And all the indications are the film 
will pump yet more money into the 
bulging bank account of the author 
EL James. 

But did you know the reclusive mil¬ 
lionaire spent her university days in 
the county? 

EL James - real name Erika Mitchell 
- went to the University of Kent back in 
the 1980s, where she studied history. 

Quite whether it was her university 
life which would go on to inspire the 
book remains unknown. 

What is for sure, is that 30 years 
later she would become one of the 
world’s biggest selling authors. 

Current estimates suggest that Fif¬ 
ty Shades - and its two sequels, Fifty 
Shades Darker and Fifty Shades Freed 
- have sold a staggering 70 million 
copies worldwide. 

The original has become the UK’s 


fastest-selling paperback of all time - 
a remarkable achievement for it is 
most definitely an adults-only read. 

What’s more, it has sparked a 
whole host of similar books by au¬ 
thors keen to cash in on this demand 
for saucy novels. 

For EL James, now 51, it has deliv¬ 
ered riches beyond her wildest dreams. 

At its peak, she made £12.6m in 
just eight months, raking in an in¬ 
credible £52,000 a day as copies flew 
off the shelf. 

It is thought, in total, she has made 
in excess of £50m - some £4m of 
which came for the film rights. 

Directed by Sam Taylor-Johnson, 
and starring Jamie Dornan, as Chris¬ 
tian Grey, and Dakota Johnson as 
Anastasia Steele, the film was pre¬ 
miered on Wednesday to a mixed 
critical response. 

It’s unlikely to stop the film becom¬ 
ing one of the year’s big hits, however, 
with two sequels already confirmed - 
the first of which will appear next year. 

For EL James, the success shows no 
signs of slowing just yet. 

Born in 1963, her father was Scot¬ 
tish and a BBC cameraman, her 
mother from Chile. 

She attended the Wycombe High 
School, a state grammar school for girls 
in High Wycombe, Buckinghamshire, 
before she headed to Canterbury. 


UNLESS you’ve been living in a 
cave for the last few years, there 
has been no escaping the 
remarkable phenomenon which is 
Fifty Shades of Grey. 

But unless you’ve picked up a 
copy just what is it all about? 
Without going into too much of the 
nitty gritty detail, Fifty Shades 
follows the relationship between 
shy college graduate Anastasia 
Steele and the cool, suave 
business magnate Christian Grey. 

To cut a long story short, the 
book details their erotic pursuits 
with a heavy focus on such topics 
as bondage, domination and sado¬ 
masochism (BDSM). 

It has, as a consequence, not 
been short of controversy from 
those who suggest even consen¬ 
sual force is not something worth

The film, however, remains a 
little bit of a mystery. Critics only 
got a real chance to view it a few 
days before release - and that’s left 
many to suggest it may not quite 
follow in the big money footsteps 
of the books. We wait to see.

A full set of fixed 
teeth in just 
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Job cuts loom as opponents hit 
out at ‘toughest KCC budget yet’ 

Jamie Weir on the six-hour debate which ended up in a further £83.1m being slashed from services 
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COUNCIL : A meeting on Thursday saw councillors finally back the Conservative administration’s budget for the year ahead. 


U P to 400 jobs are set to be 
lost at County Hall, after 
councillors approved 
what was branded a 
‘budget for the few, not 
the many’, by one political leader. 

After a lengthy debate in the coun¬ 
cil chambers, the budget will make 
savings of £83.1 million between 
2015 and 2016. 

It comes after central funding from 
Westminster was slashed once again as 
part of the Coalition’s austerity drive. 

A significant chunk of saving will 
come from the provision of adult and 
children’s services. 

But the Conservative administration’s 
proposed budget faced a rough ride. 

Not, it appeared, anyone at County 
Hall genuinely thought it would fail 
to be given the seal of approval. 

Red-faced bosses were forced to ad¬ 
mit the council’s press office had is¬ 
sued a statement to the media before 
the meeting had even started saying 
it had been approved. 

Leader Paul Carter said: “We need¬ 
ed to make £83.1m of savings. We’ve 
done that. 

“We’ve preserved and protected 
front line services and our hope and 
expectation is that many of those 
services will go on and continuously 
improve. 

“They may be delivered in slightly 
different ways but the goal is to make 
less money go further and support our 
residents in a good if not better way. 

“The outlook is pretty gloomy. Live 
with it, innovate, transform and we 
might be able to continue supporting 
our residents.”

As expected, we’ll all be expected to dip 
into our pockets too, with a rise of just un¬ 
der two per cent in our council tax bills. 

But political opponents rounded on 
the Tory group. 

During the debate, leader of the 
main opposition on the council, Rog¬ 
er Latchford of Ukip, took aim at what 
he called the council’s ‘vanity 
projects’. 

He told the chamber organisations 
like Visit Kent, Produced in Kent and 
Locate in Kent - which seek to pro¬ 
mote the county and, according to 
the Ukip leader, receive funding of 
around £3m from KCC - should have 
their costs examined, as ‘significant 
savings could be made’. 

Cllr Latchford also said the council 
should shut its Brussels office and 
youth centre at Hardelot in France to 
save cash. 

He was also not alone in demand¬ 
ing the street lights - switched off in

some areas in a bid to save around 
£lm - should go back on. 

Gordon Cowan, leader of the La¬ 
bour group on the council, said mon¬ 
ey was still being frittered on unnec¬ 
essary schemes. 

He cited the £2.5m spent chasing 
Government approval for a grammar 
school in Sevenoaks as cash it could 
ill afford to spend. 

He said: “Every year, a budget that 
increases the council tax to the peo¬ 
ple of Kent but reduces the services 
delivered - that is unfair. 

“It is a budget for the few, not the 
many because there are initiatives 
like the Sevenoaks grammar school 
which KCC has thrown money at, de¬ 
spite it not being necessary. 

“The council has spent money 
hand over fist, and with no result. 


“None of the Labour group on the 
council voted for this budget, and 
that is because it is unfair. It looks to 
pay for projects like this school, in the 
affluent west of the county when 
frontline services are being cut back. 

“In my district in Aylesham, there 
used to be a youth centre. A place 
where the kids could go, and hang 
out off the streets. That is the kind of 
service getting cut, while grammar 
schools get funding. There isn’t a 
need, but it sums the budget up. It’s 
one for the rich few, while the many 
see their services cut.” 

Sevenoaks is hoping for the green 
light to a grammar ‘annexe’ of the 
girls’ only Weald of Kent Grammar in 
Tonbridge. 

But Tory chiefs insist they had their 
hands tied by Whitehall, describing the 
budget as “its most challenging yet”. 

John Simmonds, the Conservative 
member responsible for finance, said 
central Government had reduced the 
grant for the council by a total of 
£55.5m this year, bringing the total 
that the council had cut from its 
budget in the past five years to almost 
half a billion pounds. 

Cllr Simmonds said the rise in 
council tax could be justified by the 
fact that 75 per cent of respondents to 
the council’s budget consultation had 
said they would agree with a rise in 
council tax. 

Cllr Simmonds said: “The opinions 
of the people of Kent really do matter 
to us. 

“Our spending shows we have lis¬ 
tened carefully to the public and tak¬ 
en into account what services they 


value the most. 

“We learned that looking after the 
elderly and vulnerable and children 
of the county is a top priority for the 
public and we have therefore not only 
protected the services we offer this 
group but invested more money so 
additional resources can be provided 
where they are needed. 

“There is no doubt this is the most 
difficult and challenging budget that 
KCC has ever faced. 

“Balancing the books has been 
tougher than ever before but we have 
made savings where we can, while 
protecting frontline services, so that 
we can put additional resources 
where they are most needed.” 

He said children and adult social 
care would see a major thrust to drive 
efficiency, with investment in pre¬ 
ventative and support services. 

Cllr Simmonds added: “While these 
are tough times for everyone, I am 
confident that the Kent economy is 
beginning to see signs of recovery. 

“But there is a long way to go if we 
are to cope with so many years of re¬ 
duced government funding and in¬ 
creased demand on our services. 

“We have to continue to innovate the 
way we run the council and transform 
the way public services are delivered.” 

After six long hours of debate, the 
budget was finally agreed. Some 48 
voted for the budget with 29 against. 

Bringing the meeting to an end 
Paul Carter said “I think we have all 
had enough”. 

It will, no doubt, be a sentiment 
shared by those in the county faced 
with yet more cuts to services.

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PM’s benefits cap ‘a tax on south 
east’ claims housing association 

A leading housing organisation says that if a Tory promise to reduce benefits if they win the election 
becomes a reality many families in the county will be forced out. Jamie Weir examines the argument 


O NE of the county’s biggest 
social housing providers 
has branded plans to re¬ 
duce the benefit cap to 
just £23,000 a year a ‘tax 
on the south east’, saying that thou¬ 
sands of families could be forced out 
of their homes. 

It follows the recent announce¬ 
ment by Prime Minister David Cam¬ 
eron who made it an election pledge 
to slash the maximum amount of 
benefits from £26,000 to £23,000. 

He insists that by making the move, 
it would save taxpayers £13 5m a year. 

The PM insists this should create “a 
stampede to the JobCentre”. 

But Moat Housing, which has its 
central office in Dartford, says it is 
concerned over the impact of any 
such decision implemented by a fu¬ 
ture Tory government on struggling 
families. 

The affordable housing provider 
had already investigated the poten¬ 
tial impact of the previous benefits 
cap in 2013, stating then it could 
have serious impacts on people’s abil¬ 
ity to afford their homes. 

With a new cap proposal on the ta¬ 
ble, Moat Housing says if it’s tight¬ 
ened further, it is likely to have dire 
consequences for people who rely on 
housing benefit to help pay their rent. 

“Rent is likely to become almost in¬ 
stantly unaffordable for many people if 
the benefit cap is set at that level,” ex¬ 
plains Angelo Sommariva, public af¬ 
fairs and policy manager at Moat 
Housing. 

“That is likely to cause other, knock 
on impacts on those people, and also 
the wider economy.” 

The benefits cap was first intro¬ 


duced in April 15, 2013. It effectively 
limits the amount of benefits a per¬ 
son, aged between 16 and 64, is able 
to get, creating a ‘cap’ of £26,000. 

In its present form it has been one 
of the Government’s most popular 
policies, with polling company Ipsos 
Mori finding that 73 per cent of peo¬ 
ple support the cap in principle. Now, 
Mr Cameron says the cap should be 
lowered to £23,000. 

But that could force many in Kent 
to struggle given the soaring cost of 
rented accommodation. 

Under the proposed cap, Moat 
Housing says that all of its three-bed- 
room properties would instantly be¬ 
come unaffordable for its residents. 

Explained Mr Sommariva: “There 
is the possibility that people will end 
up in a spiral of debt if they are unable 
to pay for housing. 

“They could get desperate, and be 
forced into using expensive ways to 
pay rent like credit cards or payday 
loans which are likely to provide an 
immediate solution, but could end up 
causing longer term problems. 

“Once people are struggling like 
that, we normally see a serious in¬ 
crease in arrears.” 

Mr Sommariva says that if people 
don not take out expensive credit, 
they may be forced to cut back on liv¬ 
ing costs. 

He said: “People may end up being 
forced to dipping in to their living 
costs, with the result that they aren’t 
able to afford things like food or heat¬ 
ing for their house.” 

That isn’t good for anyone, as it has 
a constant domino-like effect on oth¬ 
er parts of the economy. A recent re¬ 
port into the potential impact of re¬ 


ducing benefits on affordable home 
provision showed that new house 
building was unlikely to take place as 
a consequence. 

He said: “If people simply can’t af¬ 
ford a three-bedroom property, then 
we, and other housing providers can’t 
build them. Fewer houses end up get¬ 
ting built and the supply begins to 
dwindle across Kent.” 

There would be other potential im¬ 
pacts on areas as well, with the gen- 
trification of parts of the country be¬ 
ing likely as poorer people were 
‘pushed out’ of more expensive areas, 
says Moat Housing. 

“There’s a chance that people end 
up simply being transferred to areas 
with lower land values. It’s a tax on 
the south east,” said Mr Sommariva. 

He said: “The problem is, it’s not 
dealing with poverty, but just push¬ 
ing it around.” 

Perhaps unsurprisingly, leading 
Tory figures in the county support 
the pledge. 

Helen Grant, MP for Maidstone and 
the Weald, denied Moat Housing’s claim. 

She insists the cap won’t have as 
great an effect as it fears, and since 
the introduction of the benefit cap, 
those claiming welfare have changed 
their habits. 

She said: “We urgently need to re¬ 
store fairness to the welfare state. The 
benefit cap provides clear incentives 
for people to get into employment and 
will give taxpayers the assurance 
that the high claims of the past are no 
longer possible. 

“By guaranteeing that individuals 
will always be better off in work and 
putting an end to runaway benefit 
claims, the cap is having a real impact

in changing attitudes and behaviours. 

“I understand since the cap was in¬ 
troduced, many households have 
made the choice to move into work or 
stop claiming housing benefit.” 

However, a report released earlier 
this week by Crisis - a homelessness 
charity - disagrees, with its chief ex¬ 
ecutive placing the blame for a rise in 
homelessness on benefits cuts by the 
current government. 

Jon Sparkes, chief executive of Crisis, 
explained: “This report reveals the true 
scale of homelessness in England, which 
headline figures no longer reflect. 

“Council officials are clear that ben¬ 
efit cuts and sanctions are taking a 
dreadful toll on people’s lives, with ris¬ 
ing numbers facing the loss of their 
home at a time when councils are be¬ 
ing forced to cut services. This is a des¬ 


perate state of affairs. 

“What this report clearly shows is 
that political choices have a huge im¬ 
pact on homelessness. We want to see 
manifestos that commit to tackling 
the woeful lack of affordable housing, 
reviewing sanctions and cuts to hous¬ 
ing benefit and to funding and sup¬ 
porting local homelessness services.” 

Those warnings are unlikely to be 
heeded by the prime minister, who 
also announced that if a Tory govern¬ 
ment were elected, he would dispense 
with housing benefits for those aged 
between 18 and 21-years-old. 

That policy would also adversely af¬ 
fect many says housing charity Shelter. 

Campbell Robb, the chief executive 
of the charity, said: “We need a wel¬ 
fare system that’s fair, but taking 
away the safety net that stands be¬ 
tween some young people and home¬ 
lessness would be a disaster. 

“Some young people simply don’t 
have the option of living with their 
parents - like those escaping an abu¬ 
sive household or thrown out because 
of their sexuality. 

“For the small number of young peo¬ 
ple who need help while they find work 
or get back on their feet, this part of the 
safety net is often the only thing that 
stands between them and the streets.” 

The prime minister said that the 
new cap he is proposing - which will 
save taxpayers £135 million a year - 
will be used alongside the savings 
from cutting young adults housing 
benefits, to help pay for three million 
new apprenticeships by 2020.

ONIONS: Tonnes of food is wasted each and every year 

Could gleaning 
help solve food 
waste dilemma? 


It has celebrity support and a growing number 
of farmers signing up. Jamie Weir looks at how 
the gleaning community is making a difference 


VERY time a farmer takes in his har¬ 
vest there is, inevitably, over matter 
which is never collected in. 

Perhaps spuds missed by the ma¬ 
chines, or onions that didn’t quite 
make the grade. 

And it is increasing every year as supermar¬ 
kets insist on only the most aesthetically pleas¬ 
ing produce, leaving farmers with perfectly 
tasty but unwanted vegetables. 

But rather than be gathered in, it is left to rot 
in the fields and simply ploughed back in ahead 
of the planting of the next crop. 

Quantities are not insignificant either. 

Tonnes and tonnes of perfectly usable crops 
are lost this way each and every year. That is, 
until now. 


Because there is a food revolution taking 
place, supported by some high-profile backers, 
And it is called ‘gleaning’. 

It is certainly nothing new. 

There are mentions in the Bible of people be¬ 
ing allowed to collect remains of the harvest 
once it had been gathered in... but with so 
much focus on food wastage and rising costs, it 
is once again becoming popular. 

The idea is very simple. Seek permission from 
a farmer, and then, at a pre-arranged time, 
head on to the fields and retrieve the veg. 

Among its high profile supporters are celeb¬ 
rity chef Jamie Oliver and farmer and TV star 
Jimmy Doherty. 

The duo featured the practice on a recent epi¬ 
sode of their popular Channel 4 show Jimmy 
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and Jamie’s Friday Night Feast. 

Mr Oliver said: “Gleaning’s a win, 
win. The farmer gets his fields cleared 
and the locals get free veg. But there’s 
an even more significant outcome. 
Gleaning can help get good food to 
those who need it.” 

Food poverty has become one of the 
primary reasons for gleaning’s rise in 
popularity; how better to help feed 
those in, or close to, poverty than with 
produce which would otherwise be 
ploughed back into the ground and 
which is packed with key nutrients 
and health benefits. 

The major gleaning group in Kent is 
part of the environmental charity 
Feedback, which campaigns against 
the problem of hunger. 

Its volunteer co-ordinator is Rachel 
Ledwith, who started gleaning in 
2014. 

She told KoS the work carried out so 
far has saved tonnes of food and 
delivered it straight to those most in 
need. 

She said: “Over the past year in Kent 
we’ve gleaned approximately 31 
tonnes of produce, up from 10 tonnes 
the previous year and donated it to re¬ 
distribution charities. 

“That equates to 512,500 portions 
of fruit and veg, across 25 gleaning 
days and using 159 volunteers in Kent 
alone. UK-wide, we’ve gleaned 110 
tonnes since we began in 2012.” 

She says it is on the rise too. It has 
recruited more volunteers and is now 
looking for more farms who are 
willing to allow its teams on their 
land. 

That, of course, is a key aspect of the 
practice. You need a willing farmer 
and his permission and it is that co¬ 
operation which is so important. 

The farmer benefits, the volunteers

benefit, the charities benefit, and those 
unable to afford to feed their family 
with healthy food get fresh fruit and 
veg. 

Adds Mrs Ledwith: “We’ve now got 
around 300 volunteers who want to 
come out and help us harvest food, 
and we also have a total of 28 farms. 

“But we’d really like to have more, 
so that we get more opportunities to 
reduce food waste and help people in 
food poverty.” 

Those two strands are the 
important factor according to Mrs 
Ledwith. 

She said: “The great thing about us¬ 
ing gleaning is that it works to not 
only help highlight, and solve the 
problem of food waste, but it also 
brings the issue of food poverty to the 
forefront. 

“I was shocked when I learned how 
many people are going hungry in the 
UK. We aren’t a third world country, 
but so many people are living literally 
hand to mouth here. It’s great to know 
that the food we collect will go to help¬ 
ing people who face hunger.” 


All of the food harvested by the vol¬ 
unteer gleaners is from crops either 
rejected by the major supermarket 
buyers, or that is at the end of the sea¬ 
son and won’t be collected by the 
farmer for sale. 

Because of this, the charity has to 
work in collaboration with the farmer, 
who needs to invite them onto their 
land to collect the food when it’s likely 
to go to waste. 

One of the farmers who has worked 
with them in the past is Geoff Philpott, 


from Elmwood Farm in Broadstairs. 

He said: “It was a great pleasure to 
have the volunteers on the farm and 
great to see them enjoying themselves. 

“It’s a bonus for us to have the op¬ 
portunity to show people what we do 
and how we do things on the farm.” 

Gleaning, says Mr Philpott is an ex¬ 
cellent idea. 

He said: “It was good to see our 
products go to good use rather than 
the crops getting ploughed back into 
the ground. 


“The idea of gleaning fresh vegeta¬ 
bles that do not meet today’s ‘high ap¬ 
pearance’ criteria, but that are still 
very good, is a fantastic idea that helps 
a lot of less fortunate people.” 

The gleaners also have to work in 
partnership with groups that can dis¬ 
tribute the food - they are normally 
food banks. 

In Kent, Mrs Ledwith says that they 
work alongside three main foodbanks 
who are able to give the food to those 
in most need.

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THE SCALE OF OUR FOOD WASTE PROBLEM 


ACROSS the UK, the scale of food 
waste is increasing at an alarming 
rate as these figures demonstrate 

■ Almost six million people live in 
poverty in the UK, and this figure is 
on the rise according to the Joseph 
Rowntree Foundation. 

■ Around two million of these are 
children. 

■ The charity FareShare provides 
over 8.6 million meals each year 
across the country for 36,500 
people each day. 

So how do we solve the 
problem? 

■ Approximately 60 per cent of UK 


She said: “We’ve managed to estab¬ 
lish a relationship with a group of char¬ 
ities who work as food banks. 

“It’s great that we have managed to 
build these relationships, as they can 
get the food directly to those most in 
need.” 

One of the organisations which has 
benefitted in Kent is FareShare. 

It’s a charity which takes delivery of 
donations of food before distributing it 
to other smaller charities and local 
community groups for them to use. 

A spokesman for the charity’s Kent 
wing, which has recently opened a 
new depot just outside Ashford, told 
KoS that gleaning was helping in the 
fight against hunger. 


food waste is believed to occur in 
the supply chain and before food 
gets to your fridge - gleaning helps 
to reduce this. 

■ Cosmetic standards have been 
responsible for a tremendous 
amount of wasted food. In other 
words, supermarkets only accept 
good looking, classic shaped, fruit 
and vegetables. This was illustrated 
in the summer of 2012, when 
extreme weather conditions led 
supermarkets to temporarily relax 
their standards following pressure 
from the National Farmers’ Union. 
This saved an estimated 300,000 
tonnes of produce from the bin. 

■ Most people don’t care whether 
the food they eat is beautiful, or 


She said: “We have received 
packages from the gleaning network, 
and always enjoy working with 
them. 

“It’s great, as it adds to the food 
we’re able to distribute which is bril¬ 
liant when there’s so much need. 

“It’s still fairly small scale at the mo¬ 
ment, but we’re hoping it grows in 
popularity as it’s terrible to think of 
good food going to waste when there 
are a growing number of people who 
need it.”

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The hospital still in intensive care 


While the pressure on the NHS is nothing new, the problems at one of the county’s top hospitals are 
way beyond that elsewhere. So what’s gone wrong? Sarah Linney pays a visit to the Medway Maritime 


NCE upon a time, long, 
long ago, Medway NHS 
Foundation Trust was not 
in special measures. 

The 500-bed Medway 
Maritime Hospital, which it manages, 
has now been classed as underper¬ 
forming for more than 18 months. 

Since the first damning report, in 
July 2013, triggered amid concerns 
about high mortality rates, the hospi¬ 
tal has continued to generate head¬ 
lines for all the wrong reasons. 

Just earlier this week, it was con¬ 
firmed those death rates were still of 
concern, while successive inspections 
have found little or no improvement. 

The claims have come thick and 
fast. There were reports of rats. Blood- 
spattered walls. A patient who waited 
more than 30 hours to be seen in A&E. 
The Daily Telegraph ran a story ask¬ 
ing if Medway was the country’s worst 
hospital. 

In short, the hospital, and the trust 


which runs it, has been plunged into 
something of a crisis. 

But then when your catchment 
area extends to some 400,000 people, 
those concerns are always going to be 
significant. 

It would be easy to simply repeat the 
NHS mantra of insufficient funding. 
But the reality is that the issues here 
run deeper and are far more complex. 

Unsurprisingly, the management of 
the hospital has undergone a major 
re-organisation amid obvious 
concerns. 

Although even that managed to 
bring further bad publicity. 

With the board of directors re¬ 
placed, chairman Denise Harker and 
chief executive Mark Devlin both an¬ 
nounced their decision to quit a little 
over a year ago. 

Monitor, the health trust regulator, 
drafted in two interim replacements. 

Christopher Langley came in as in¬ 
terim chairman and within days it 


emerged he was getting paid 
£200,000 for work which may take a 
mere one or two days a week. 

An interim CEO, Nigel Beverley, 
earned the equivalent of £1,740 a day. 
Nice work if you can get it. 

Across the board, the trust were 
employing some 30 managers on six- 
figure salaries. 

For many, it was an example of the 
failings of a sprawling, top-heavy, 
NHS management structure in need 
of reform. 

There may, however, finally be some 
light at the end of a long tunnel. 

Permanent chairman Shena Win¬ 
ning was drafted in last September, 
while Phil Barnes was appointed act¬ 
ing CEO in June. He remains in the 
role while they continue to seek a per¬ 
manent replacement. 

It prompted the trust’s managing 
director, Stephen Hay, to publicly ad¬ 
mit he was “disappointed with the 
way the trust as been managed by its 
previous leaders” but that now the 
“right people” were in place. 

It has provided some stability, but 
everyone involved admits there is still 
a long way to go. 

“We plan to emerge out of special 
measures by April 2016,” admits the 
trust’s new chief operating officer, 
Morag Jackson. 

“There were some pretty funda¬ 
mental issues here that we have had to 
address.” 

So just what has been going wrong? 

“There are a number of reasons 
why trusts struggle,” said Mrs Jack- 
| son, who previously worked at Univer- 
I sity Hospitals Birmingham NHS 
Foundation Trust. 

“Leadership is key to any successful 
organisation, in health and outside 
health. And clinical engagement is 
I important - making sure the clinical 
I staff have a voice within the organisa- 
1 tion and that they are seen within 
| leadership roles. 

“And they need the right training 
* and development for that. You can’t 


just take a nurse and assume he or she 
will be a good manager. 

“Money’s tight, and funding is an is¬ 
sue, but it is not the only issue. It’s dif¬ 
ficult to know the precise reasons, but 
it’s about creating the right culture.” 

She is, however, optimistic that the 
new board will finally be able to turn 
the hospital around. 

“Small changes have been made 
and we have a long way to go but the 
board is absolutely determined that 
patients will get the care they de¬ 
serve,” Mrs Jacskon said. 

“We have areas already where 
that’s happening, but we need to make 
sure it’s consistently provided. 

“Standards are for patients. They 
have a right to quality healthcare. If 
we lose sight of that, then that’s terri¬ 
ble for the NHS - an institution that 
we all feel rightfully proud of.” 

Of course, it has little choice other 
than to get better. 

Touring the facility, you get little 
sense of the concerns that hang like a 
dark cloud above the Gillingham 
hospital. 

There is the normal hustle and bus¬ 
tle, staff and patients scurrying to and 
from patients and appointments. 

One of the major problem areas has 
been A&E, which was the worst in the 
country according to figures released 
last October. Inspectors described it as 
being “in crisis”. 

The hospital has now been given 
£13 million to upgrade the depart¬ 
ment - but the redevelopment, set to 
start in March and last until the end of 
next year, will bring with it its own 
challenges. 

“There will be a better environ¬ 
ment, with greater privacy and digni¬ 
ty - it will make a big, big difference for 
patients, staff and families,” Mrs Jack- 
son said. 

“But we will have to continue to run 
the emergency department while we 
are building a new one around it. 

“Planning is crucial - we can move 
stuff round within the department, 


but the main challenge will be 
redoing majors (acute care) and 
resuscitation.” 

One new development has been the 
introduction of a children’s emergen¬ 
cy department, staffed at the moment 
from 7am to 11pm. The hospital in¬ 
tends to make it 24 hours. 

“One of the issues we have with the 
emergency department is that it is too 
small, and children and adults were 
being seen in the same areas,” Mrs 
Jackson said. 

“A department which has been spe¬ 
cially designed for children is much 
better for them and gives parents a 
much greater sense of confidence. En¬ 
vironment has a big impact on the 
way people view their treatment and 
respond to it. 

“There’s evidence that if you put 
people in a good environment you can 
reduce the amount of painkillers they 
receive.” 

The tired waiting area is to be refur¬ 
bished - as is, elsewhere, the drab out¬ 
patients facility. 

However, staffing remains a big 
problem. Four or five new A&E con¬ 
sultants have been recruited, bring¬ 
ing the hospital into line with Royal 
College guidance, as well as four ma¬ 
trons, including one with specialist 
paediatric training. 

But recruiting nurses is proving so 
difficult the hospital is planning to 
employ paramedics in A&E alongside 
nursing staff. 

“It’s difficult to recruit emergency 
department staff as the pressures are 
pretty relentless,” Mrs Jackson said. 

“We are continuing to recruit nurs¬ 
es for the emergency department, but 
everyone around the country is look¬ 
ing to do the same. So we are employ¬ 
ing paramedics as they have en¬ 
hanced skills in treating emergency 
patients. 

“Of course a nurse is better - they 
are an all-rounder. I wouldn’t suggest

that we use paramedics on a care of 
the elderly ward.” 

The difficulty in recruiting nurses 
affects not just the emergency depart¬ 
ment but the whole hospital. 

“There is a shortage of nurses across 
the board. A lack of suitably qualified 
nurses across some of our wards is the 
single biggest issue we face,” Mrs Jack- 
son said. 

“We have appointed a new director 
of workforce, who has already started 
working on a new recruitment and re¬ 
tention strategy. We have had recruit¬ 
ment campaigns but we also need to 
look at retention, training and devel¬ 
opment, as we have had a high turno¬ 
ver of staff.” 

Just as important, she says, are the 
non-clinical staff. 

Mrs Jackson explains: “Some de¬ 
partments have a high turnover of ad¬ 
min staff and we need to look at the 
reasons for that. We need to have the 
right balance - we can’t have clinical 
staff having to carry out admin jobs 
when they should be focusing on 
patients. 

“And we have patients who say no- 
one ever answers the phone. That has 
a big impact on a patient - we need to 
make sure we have enough staff for 
patients to be able to access the 
hospital easily.” 

The increased strain on the NHS is 
often blamed on the ageing popula¬ 
tion, rather than underfunding, poor 
management and disorganisation. 

But Mrs Jackson says that it is vital 
the NHS - and social care depart¬ 
ments - rise to the challenge of how to 
best take care of these patients. 

“There is an increase in complex 
elderly patients coming in,” she said. 


“Medicine has become more sophis¬ 
ticated and we can treat more condi¬ 
tions, and keep people alive for longer, 
but that person is still in a 95-year-old 
body. People survive things they 
would have died from in the past, but 
the natural ageing process still 
occurs. 

“We must never lose compassion. 
You sometimes read in papers that it’s 
all about the elderly population, as if 
they are becoming a burden to us. 
That should never be the case. We 
need to make sure we have compas¬ 
sionate services to care for them.” 

She says everyone benefits if pa¬ 
tients can be kept in their own homes 
as much as possible. 

“There’s no question that if you can 
keep people in their own environ¬ 
ment, with the right support, their 
quality of life is better than if they end 
up being admitted to hospital,” Mrs 
Jackson said. 

“We need to look at how we keep pa¬ 
tients in their own homes for longer, 
and how we keep patients with de¬ 
mentia at home. Families need to be 
supported. 

“But that relies on all the agencies 
working together, and we are doing 
some work on that as there’s a lot 
more we can do. 

“There is no one authority responsi¬ 
ble for the whole pathway of care - we 
have GPs, hospitals, community hos¬ 
pitals and social care, and the latter is 
the responsibility of the local authori¬ 
ty, which has been hit with cuts. 

“It would be better if it was all one 
organisation.” 

Other work includes a review of the 
outpatients appointments system to 
make sure patients are not waiting 
too long for an appointment, and to 
see how cancellations, both on the 


hospital’s side and on the patients’, 
can be reduced. 

“We are still not discharging as 
many patients as we could, and some 
of the problems are a result of us not 
being able to move patients through 
the hospital,” Mrs Jackson said. 

“That’s about more joined-up 
working with social services and 
community care, and making sure 
that at every step we are doing 


things are quickly as we can.” 

Unbelievably, some nurses were 
also not washing their hands between 
patients. 

“We are continually telling people 
and re-educating them. All wards 
have hand hygiene audits,” Mrs Jack- 
son said. 

It’s important to remember, of 
course, that negative reports can 
paint a distorted picture. Most pa¬ 


tients who come to a hospital in spe¬ 
cial measures will still receive good 
care. The default situation is still that 
you will be better when you come out 
than when you went in. 

But there are genuine concerns. 
Problems which appear to be unique 
to the Medway Maritime. And that is 
an issue the hospital needs to ensure is 
addressed and resolved. For the good 
of the county’s health.

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Historic find 
of the £10m 
Magna Carta 

When an historian opened an old scrap 
book at the archives centre in Maidstone, 
he could never imagine he would uncover 
one of the earliest copies of the Magna Carta, 
worth a staggering £10m. Molly Kersey 
reports on the full remarkable story

W HEN Dr Mark Bate¬ 
son got a request 
from an academic 
asking him to veri¬ 
fy a historical char¬ 
ter, he didn’t think much of it. 

After all, as the Kent County Coun¬ 
cil community history officer, he was 
used to dealing with such queries. 

Assuming it would be a normal 
day, he started looking through the 
archives of the glass-fronted Kent 
History and Library Centre - an im¬ 
pressive, modern building at the half 
way point between the River Med¬ 
way and the local authority’s County 


Hall headquarters in Maidstone 
town centre. 

But as he searched a scrapbook on 
the hunt for the charter he came 
across a document whose historic 
significance would most likely ex¬ 
ceed all other items stored on the site. 

Because nestled in the pages was 
an original copy of a keystone in Brit¬ 
ish history... the Magna Carta. 

It was a remarkable discovery, not 
least as it was found in a year which 
is celebrating the 800 anniversary of 
the original document being sealed 
at Runnymeade by King John in 
1215. 


Believed to be created in 1300 by 
King Edward I, it was issued to the 
borough of Sandwich, one of the 
Cinque Ports; five ports around the 
south east maintained for their trade 
and defensive positions. 

And while it may not have sur¬ 
vived in pristine condition, it’s his¬ 
torical clout would equate to a price 
tag of an estimated £10 million. 

The discovery, made last December 
but only publicised this week, brings 
the total number of surviving origi¬ 
nals of the 1300 edition to just seven. 

In total, there are just 24 existing 
copies of the document in existence. 


“I just couldn’t believe it,” Dr Bate¬ 
son told KoS, in the week his discov¬ 
ery made headlines around the 
world. 

“I had an email from a professor of 
medieval history, Nicholas Vincent, 
who I already knew. 

“He explained he was on a project 
which had got a lot of money behind 
it to investigate the Magna Carta for 
this anniversary year. 

“He was asking me if I could verify 
a reference in our online catalogue to 
the Charter of the Forest. 


“Obviously I was really excited to 
get involved and do it. 

“So in tracing the original Charter 
of the Forest, it turns out to be in a 
scrap book. So I go to the right page 
and it’s very scrappy. 

“This Charter of the Forest is there 
and I was able to confirm that when I 
started looking in the rest of the 
volume. It’s got a lot of medieval 
charters and deeds and documents 
and the Magna Carta was right next 
to the charter.

“I could tell it was something special.” 
And it was the fact the two docu¬ 
ments were together which greatly 
increases its value. 


“I knew about the Magna Carta,” 
adds Dr Bateson. “I have a doctorate 
in medieval history of the late 13th 
century which this Magna Carta 
was from, which is my period. I 
was used to reading that hand 


THE Magna Carta - or ‘great 
charter’ as its name means when 
translated from Latin - is a 
document which, for the first 
time, enshrined in law that no 
man, not even a king, was above 
the law. 

Its most famous principle is 
summarised in chapter 39 of the 
document. It reads: “No free 
man shall be taken or impris¬ 
oned, or dispossessed or 
outlawed or exiled or in any way 
ruined, nor will we go or send 
against him except by the lawful 
judgment of his peers or by the 
law of the land.” 

The document needs to be 
placed in its historical context for 
it to be understood properly. At 
the time, the King of England, 
King John, was very unpopular 
with a number of the country’s 
barons. King John ruled using a 
system of vis et voluntas, or 


writing from my research.” 

It had been damaged by damp and 
it was missing around a third of its 
text and its royal seal, but still holds 
an incredible value. 

He quickly passed the amazing 
news on to Professor Vincent from 
the University of East Anglia. 

“I got back to him and said ‘it’s a 
Charter of the Forest but did you real¬ 
ise there’s this Magna Carta there 
right next to it.’ 

“He emailed back in capital letters! 
I was thinking, I had better get this 
right, I don’t want to raise people’s 
hopes.” 


“force and will”. 

He frequently took executive 
decisions which were justified on 
the basis that he was king, and 
was therefore above the law. His 
abuses of this power had 
alienated him from some of the 
barons in his kingdom, and led 
to dissatisfaction. 

These barons took an oath that 
they would 'stand fast for the 
liberty of the church and the 
realm’ and fight against John 
unless he confirmed a so-called 
'charter of liberties’. The 
rebellious barons congregated 
in Northampton before marching 
on London, Lincoln and Exeter. 

Once the rebels held London, 
John realised that he may not be 
able to quell the trouble and 
asked Stephen Langton, the 
Archbishop of Canterbury - who 
had been working with the 
rebels to come up with their 


After making some vital checks, 
the professor was able to authenti¬ 
cate the fascinating discovery. 

Professor Vincent explained: “It is 
a fantastic discovery which comes in 
the week that the four other known 
versions were brought together at the 
Houses of Parliament. 

“It is a fantastic piece of news for 
Sandwich, which puts it in a small 
category of towns and institutions 
that own a 1300 issue.” 

So how did such an incredibly im¬ 
portant historical document remain 
lost for decades? 

Because, Dr Bateson explained, 


demands - at the time, to 
organise peace talks. 

The king met the rebels at 
Runnymede on June 10, 1215, 
and the rebels presented him 
with their demands. The king 
sealed the document days later, 
after Stephen Langton helped 
mediate the peace process. The 
Magna Carta was the end result. 

News of the principles 
established in the Magna Carta 
spread through the populace 
with 13 copies quickly produced 
and sent throughout the 
kingdom. 

The charter’s popularity 
among the general public had 
already been enshrined, and 
would pave the way for subse¬ 
quent charters which would 
build on the core principle of 
freedom, and the monarch 
having to live under the same 
laws of the land. 


nobody was looking for it. 

“It’s on our catalogue. It was there 
if someone was searching for Magna 
Carta, but I suppose why would they? 
This is how research works,” he 
explained. 

“People don’t randomly think ‘I am 
interested in the Magna Carta so I’ll 
look for this’. 

“But you find things when you look 
for them, which is a truism of life.” 

The document is the first Magna 
Carta to be discovered since 2007, 
when Sotheby’s produced a cata¬ 
logue listing all known 23 original 
Magna Cartas issued from 1215 on-

This makes the Sandwich 
charter the 24th known, and the sec¬ 
ond surviving for a Cinque Port, the 
other - again from 1300 - being in 
Faversham. 

The freshly-found document is be¬ 
ing carefully preserved at the Kent 
History and Library Centre, on de¬ 
posit from Sandwich Town Council, 
the legal owners. 

The discovery has important im¬ 
plications for what historians know 
of the publication and distribution of 
Magna Carta - and hopes there may 
be others out there yet to be found. 

“For medieval historians it’s an in¬ 
credible find,” said Dr Bateson. 

“They now think because of this 
discovery that it’s quite likely the 
Magna Carta was given to all the 
Cinque Ports so there could be a lot 
more that haven’t survived or are 
still waiting to be found. 

“It’s opened the door to the possi¬ 
bility of other discoveries.” 

It is believed that Sandwich Town 
Council are not planning on selling 
the document, worth some £10m, 
but will instead keep it as a tourist 
attraction. 

The Mayor of Sandwich Paul Grae¬ 
me said: “On behalf of Sandwich 
Town Council, I would like to say we 
are absolutely delighted to discover 
that an original Magna Carta and 
original Charter of the Forest, 
previously unknown, are in our 
ownership. 

“To own one of these documents, 
let alone both, is an immense privi¬ 
lege given their international 
importance. 

“Through the American Declara¬ 
tion of Independence, continuing in 
the Universal Declaration of Human 
Rights, Magna Carta still underpins

individual liberties worldwide. 

“To own such a document - and 
the Charter of the Forest - is an hon¬ 
our and a great responsibility.” 

Mike Hill, KCC cabinet member for 
community services, said: “This is 
most exciting news. Our history and 
library centre is a treasure house of 
records relating to the history of 
Kent. 

“We welcome visitors from all 
walks of life and all stages of life, from 
children and others delving into the 
history of their family or community, 
to academics researching aspects of 
Kent’s rich past. 

“As in this case, they can all help 
us discover and re-discover the 
amazing stories waiting to be un¬ 
earthed here.” 


THE nation’s continued fascina¬ 
tion with the Magna Carta was 
demonstrated earlier this month 
when, for just three days, the four 
original surviving Magna Carta 
manuscripts were brought 
together in one place, for the first 
time. 

Staged at the British Library, it 
united copies held within its own 


archives, along with those from 
Lincoln Cathedral and Salisbury 
Cathedral. 

Given their fragile nature, it 
was agreed just 1,215 members 
of the public - to mark the 800th 
anniversary of when the manu¬ 
scripts were original dispatched 
after they were sealed at 
Runny me ade in late June and 


early July 1215 - would be 
provided access to the docu¬ 
ments. 

Nearly 44,000 people applied 
from more than 20 countries, with 
the winners drawn by ballot. 

After a whistle stop tour of the 
House of Lords, the documents 
were again separated to take 
part in major exhibitions.

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Everything you wanted to know... 


O NE OF the first things any 
bride-to-be will be asked 
about is her engagement 
ring. 

While some men like to buy the 
ring pre-proposal, some couples will 
choose it together, many deciding to 
split the cost. 

It has become standard for the 
bride-to-be to permanently wear her 
ring as a means of showing her 
commitment. But what is the 
history of the ring - when did the 
tradition start, and why? 

Although the ancient Egyptians 
are sometimes credited with having 
invented the engagement ring with 
the ancient Greeks then adopting it, 
its history can only be reliably 
traced as far back as ancient 
Rome. 

In the UK, as in many other 
countries, engagement rings are 
placed on the finger nearest the 
little finger on the left hand. This is 
because it was believed that this 
finger contained a vein (the vena 
amoris) that led to the heart. 

In the second century BC, the 
Roman bride-to-be was given two 


rings, a gold one which she wore in 
public, and one made of iron which 
she wore at home while attending to 
household duties. 

At one time Roman citizens wore 
rings made of iron. In later years, 
senators who served as ambassadors 
were given gold seal rings for official 
use when abroad. Later the privilege 
of wearing gold rings was extended 
to other public officials, then to the 
knights, later to all freeborn, and 
eventually, to freedmen. For several 
centuries it was the custom for 
Romans to wear iron rings at home, 
gold rings in public. During this 
period a girl or woman might receive 
two engagement rings, one of iron 
and one of gold. 

During the middle ages, the 
mid-7th century Visigothic Code 
cemented the intention behind the 
engagement ring, saying: “that 
when the ceremony of betrothal has 
been performed and the ring shall 
have been given or accepted as a 
pledge, although nothing may have 
been committed to writing, the 
promise shall, under no circum¬ 
stances, be broken.” 


The first well-documented use of 
a diamond ring to signify engage¬ 
ment was in 1477, by the Archduke 
Maximilian of Austria when he 
became betrothed to Mary of 
Burgundy. This kick-started a trend 
among the upper-classes to give the 
clear stones. 

The popularity of diamonds 
continued to spread, although 
World War One saw a decline. It 
was actually a marketing campaign 
by De Beers in 1938 that saw the 
diamond ring become more popular 
again. In 1947, the slogan “a 
diamond is forever” was introduced 
- and customers were persuaded 
that an engagement ring is indis¬ 
pensable, and that a diamond is the 
only acceptable stone for an 
engagement ring. In 1939, only 10 
per cent of engagement rings had 
diamonds. By 1990, 80 per cent did. 

Now, partly in thanks to Kate 
Middleton, coloured stones are 
making a comeback, with jewellers 
seeing an increase in the numbers 
of rubies, sapphires and emeralds 
purchased, as well as semi-precious 
stones like onyx.

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Couples are looking to crowdfunding to pay for their big da 


I T’S NOT news that weddings are 
expensive. 

With rings, catering, drinks, 
entertainment, ceremony and 
the all-important dress to pay for, 
costs mount up quickly, with average 
weddings costing in excess of 
£20,000 nowadays. 

With many bucking the tradition 
of the bride’s parents paying for 
everything, it is up to couples to try 
and save enough money themselves, 
which is difficult in these times of 
economic recession with falling, or 
stagnant, incomes and the basic cost 
of living continuing to creep up. 

Over recent years, it has become 
more popular for couples to set up 
honeymoon funds rather than 
register for gifts, as many people 
have what they need having 
previously lived together. 

But now a new trend is springing 
up - the crowdfunded wedding. 

Fenella Smith, from Tunbridge 
Wells, is getting married later this 
year. “My fiance Jack and I started 
saving in the conventional way for 
our nuptials,” she explains. 

“But it was very, very slow going. 
You get to a point where you simply 
can’t fillet any more spending from 
your budget. We were faced with 
considering an uber-small wedding, 
which can be lovely, and is the right 
choice for some people, but wouldn’t 
be right for us. 

“We both have large families, and 
we wanted to be able to invite all of 
them.” 

So the pair decided to look at 



alternative funding schemes. Jack 
says: “I knew people used crowd¬ 
funding to make short films and that 
kind of thing. I had seen a friend of 
mine raise a few thousand for a 
charity trip abroad, so we decided to 
give it a go.” 


Fenella adds: “We are still putting 
our savings towards it, and continu¬ 
ing to save. It will be much less 
expensive than the average wedding, 
but much bigger than we could 
afford alone.” 

Within two weeks of posting their 


crowdfunding page, the couple had 
raised around £3,000 - nearly one 
third of their £10,000 target. 

A couple of months later, and 
they got to their goal, ahead of 
schedule. 

Fenella says: “I now feel that we 


will be able to organise the wedding 
that our guests deserve. 

“And of course, we won’t be asking 
for any wedding presents, as they 
already gave us a present in the form 
of the wedding itself, rather than a 
toaster, or something else we don’t 
need.” 

Not everyone is in favour of the 
new trend though, with some 
etiquette experts labelling it 
‘unacceptable’. 

Wedding planner Jade Winters 
says: “Being asked to pay for a 
wedding you are invited to is rather 
crass - especially if the celebration is 
large and over the top. 

“I think it would be far more 
tasteful to have a smaller celebra¬ 
tion, or to plan further ahead. 

“Having said this, if this means the 
couple save themselves from getting 
into debt, it may be no bad thing. 

“But from a etiquette point of view, 
it is not a particularly savoury thing, 
and I think that many people - and 
particularly the older generation, 
would be shocked to be asked for 
money. 

“You also run the risk of people not 
attending if they can’t afford to 
contribute. 

“On top of which, getting to a 
wedding, staying overnight if needs 
be, and getting an outfit is already a 
very costly venture - so I’m not sure 
if this trend will really take off.” 

It remains to be seen what 
happens next, but as crowdfunding 
in general gets more popular, this 
trend could really take off.

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How a rehearsal dinner 
spins out the magic 


I T’S THE North American 

tradition that is winging its way 
over to Blighty - the rehearsal 
dinner is a celebration, usually 
held after the wedding rehearsal and 
on the night before the wedding 
ceremony. 

The guests usually include the 
married-to-be couple and others who 
form the wedding party, including 
parents, ushers, bridesmaids and 
other attendants. 

The purpose of the rehearsal dinner 
is for relatives and friends of the bride 
and groom to meet and have a good 
time - some relaxed frivolity before the 
more formal wedding event itself. 

The couple will often take this 
opportunity to thank everyone who 
has helped with the wedding 
preparations. 

Activities generally include 
toasting and the presentation of small 
gifts for those who have helped plan 
the wedding. 


Becky and Mike Smith decided to 
integrate a rehearsal dinner into their 
wedding celebrations. 

“Because we live in the south east, 
and most of our family members live 
in the north, it made sense to 
maximise the time and money they 
spent getting here,” Becky explains. 

“It was also a really nice excuse to 
stretch the celebrations out that little 
bit further!” 

Traditional rehearsal dinner 
etiquette dictates that the groom’s 
parents foot the bill because it’s the 
way for the groom’s mother to show 
that she knows how to entertain, too. 

But as more and more couples 
choose to pay for their own wedding 
or share the expenses between both 
families, the bottom line is you get to 
decide who shoulders the pre-wed- 
ding party responsibility. 

It is recommended that couples 
make their restaurant reservation, as 
soon as possible, but the general 



consensus is at least three to six 
months in advance of the date. 

By three months out, couples have 
a good idea how many guests will be 
attending and they can plan a menu 
that doesn’t conflict with their 
wedding day. 

Some experts say the couple should 
consider scheduling their rehearsal 
dinner on a Thursday night if they are 
having a Saturday wedding, which 
could reduce the cost of the rehearsal 
dinner, plus everyone can party as 
much as they want, sleep it off on 
Friday, and wake up for a wonderful 
wedding on Saturday. 

There are so many great rehearsal 


dinner locations it’s hard to pick one 
- a favourite restaurant is always a 
good choice. 

Selecting a place that’s close to the 
rehearsal site means it’s convenient 
for those attending. 

Many venues will let people reserve 
a private room - useful for breaking 
out the naked baby picture slides or 
karaoke machine 

It’s best to send out invitations four 
weeks before the event and, of course, 
after the wedding invitation. 

You should never put the rehearsal 
dinner invite in with the wedding 
invite - remember, even though 
rehearsal dinners are a part of the 


wedding festivities, they really are 
two separate events. 

Elegant, formal invitations are 
perfect for the wedding, but feel free to 
express your creativity with colour 
and thematic elements for the 
rehearsal dinner invites. 

The same goes for the rest of the 
evening - where most couples may be 
constrained by tradition for their big 
day, they can aim for a more relaxed 
and informal ambience for their 
rehearsal dinner. 

Becky says: “We had a rehearsal 
barbecue - the expense was worth 
it for a fun, informal evening for 
all.”

REVIEW: A musical, based on Dreamworks’ 
animated classic has taken over the Marlowe in 
Canterbury. Chris Britcher casts a critical eye 



T AKE a no-questions-asked animat¬ 
ed movie success story, hurl a sig¬ 
nificant budget at it, mix in plenty 
of song and dance and plonk it on 
the stage, and the result? Well, in 
short, it’s Shrek The Musical. 

After a hugely successful run in London’s 
West End, the show is now on the road and 
hitting the bigger theatres in the provinces. 

And after the Marlowe Theatre’s transfor¬ 
mation a little over three years ago into ma¬ 
jor modern venue, it now delivers the capac¬ 
ity and facilities which make it ideal for such 
a high-profile production. 

So this week it moved in, and, like trying 
to get an ogre out of his swamp, it is refusing 
to budge for a month. 

Taking up residency until March 1, the 
show is perfect to attract people back to the 
live theatre environment. It has characters 
which everyone knows, a storyline familiar 
to all and more colour than a Dulux 
catalogue. 

And judging by the make-up of the 
crowd, it’s not a million miles away from 
those who would normally flock to enjoy 
the theatre’s excellent festive pantomimes 
- from pensioners to five-year-olds and 
plenty in between. 

The question is, after being trumpeted by 
the theatre for more than a year, is it worth the 
ticket money? 

The answer is a resounding yes. 

The songs are catchy, the script sharp and 
witty, and the costumes fabulous. 

You’ll know the story - ogre Shrek is tasked 
with saving a princess in a tower, guarded by a 
dragon, in order to stop his swamp being over¬ 
run by persecuted fairytale characters. He’s 
joined by the ever-jabbering Donkey who de¬ 
cides Shrek is his new best friend. That Prin¬ 
cess Fiona’s fantasy of being save by Prince 
Charming is rudely awoken by Shrek’s arrival. 
Cue some key revelations and the 
positive message of celebrating what you are. 

It is some of the individual performances 
which shine so brightly. Faye Brookes as Prin¬ 
cess Fiona is faultless. What’s more, without the 
extensive make-up which Dean Chisnall 
(Shrek) requires, she injects life and emotion

every time she takes to the stage. 

She, however, only shares the limelight with 
Lord Farquaad, played by Steffan Harri. 

Without wishing to spoil some quite glori¬ 
ous visuals, Farquaad’s portrayal is worth the 
entrance fee alone, and his set-pieces are 
laugh-out-loud entertainment. 

Yet it would be unfair to identify just the 
pair of them; the ensemble work so well to¬ 
gether and the characters are just so vibrant. 

The second half in particular is just a glori¬ 
ous romp from start to finish. 

If you’re pondering whether to go, just do it, if 
you can still nab a ticket. 

You will not be disappointed.

OM Stoppard’s comedy 
Arcadia will be per¬ 
formed at The Churchill 
Theatre as part of its 
first major tour since 

1993. 

The play has won countless 
awards including the 1993 Olivier 
and Evening Standard Awards for 
best new play. 

Some of the action takes place in 
a stately home in 19th-century 
rural Derbyshire. 

The bright and talented daugh¬ 
ter of the house, Thomasina 
Coverly, makes a startling 
discovery well ahead of her time. 

In the present day, academics

“It depends on the role. I am not 
interested if it’s not a big enough 
part that I can really get a journey 
out of. 

“This is one of those plays where 
as it evolves we are still learning so 
much about it,” he said. 

“The play takes place in the two 
time zones so he’s only concerned 
with the modern time zone. 

“This had incredible meat to it. It 
was also comic, which is not 
something I have ever done 
before.” 

So how has he found the 
transition from TV to the stage? 


“They are very different 
mediums,” he said. 

“But ultimately, stage or film, it’s 
a thought process and as long as 
you are listening and reacting it 
will lead.” 

Tom Stoppard added: “I’m 
delighted a new tour of Arcadia, 
directed by the young, visionary 
Blanche McIntyre, is to take place. 

“The current challenges for 
regional theatre in the UK mean 
that a production of this scale and 
quality are very rarely touched.”

NHS is piggy in 
the middle 


NHS managers rarely get a good 
press so I’d like to go some way to 
re-address the balance and support 
the chief executive of the Maid¬ 
stone and Tunbridge Wells NHS

All trusts have the impossible job 
of implementing a contradictory 
set of Government instructions 
that is claimed to be ‘health policy’. 

The Coalition’s ‘reorganisation’, 
according to the independent 
King’s Fund report published last 
week, has been damaging and 
wasteful.

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Bill on fracking is 
full of gaping holes 


WHILE we all welcome the fact 
that the 13 amendments meant to 
strengthen the regulation of 
fracking were adopted by the 
Commons at the end of January 
(KoS, 01.02), we fear that the 
devil is in the detail, and note that 
this is a sloppily drafted Bill. 

In Jamie Weir’s article you state 
that “areas of outstanding natural 
beauty (AONBs), sites of special 
interest and national parks will 
no longer be open to any sort of 
fracking, as well as any extraction 
in areas which could impact on 
water supplies”. Would that we 
could believe this! 

With reference to the first of 
these issues, the phrase “except 
under exceptional circumstances” 
remains in the Bill. This is very 
vague and therefore represents a 
large loophole. 

Even vaguer than this is the 
reference to stopping any 
extraction “in land which is 
located within the boundaries of a 
groundwater protection zone”. 

The area is not defined. If this 
were to be applied with rigour to 
protect our water, this would rule 
out fracking in the Bowland 
Shale, the UK’s richest source of 
shale gas. 

Other examples of dangerous 
vagueness in the wording of the

Powered by mOTORS 
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IN an era of downsizing and economical/ecologi- 
cal conscientiousness, Kia is refreshing its small 
car line-up. 

The compact end of the market is where compe¬ 
tition is stiffest and the profits slimmest, meaning 
that all contenders must be on their mettle. 

So, while there wasn’t much wrong with Kia’s 
offerings - especially when backed by an indus¬ 
try-leading seven-year/100,000-mile warranty - 
the Korean marque has pre-empted any fall-off in 
sales. 

Revamped versions of the racy Rio supermini 
and its small MPV counterpart, the Venga, are al¬ 
ready on sale, while the Picanto city car’s new 
look will be unveiled officially at the Geneva show 
shortly. 

The three/five-door Rio has had its sporty style 
enhanced with new bumpers, while the seats and 
dashboard have had a justifiable upgrade. 

In-car ‘tech’ - important to younger buyers - 
has also been boosted by touchscreen sat nav and 
DAB digital radio 

Most manual gearbox versions have a fuel-sav¬ 
ing, emissions-reducing engine stop/start sys¬ 
tem, which contributes towards the 1.1-litre die¬ 
sel model achieving an official fuel economy 
figure of up to 88.3mpg. 


Despite its practical dimensions, the Venga’s 
restyled front and rear ends have sharpened its 
looks and appeal, while specifications have been 
boosted and a Venga 4 flagship model added, 
which gets a panoramic roof as standard to en¬ 
hance the glassy cabin. Similar infotainment 
upgrades to the Rio are also available. 

Not surprisingly, the revised Picanto gets simi¬ 
lar attention: redesigned front and rear bumpers 


but, in line with the growing sophistication of the 
city car sector, options also include a new 14-inch 
alloy wheel design and optional sport pack. 

New chrome accents have also taken the inte¬ 
rior upmarket, complemented by three interior 
colour packs to enhance customisation choices. 

The sporty Red Pack, for instance, features 
black artificial leather and red cloth seats, plus 
high-gloss red and black door panel inserts.

French marque Renault’s third generation Twingo city car model is radical, 
clever, cheap to run and, above all, fun writes Steve Loader... 


C ITY cars must be the 

nightmare design brief. 

You can image the 
manufacturer saying: “It 
must be frugal, fun, 
compact and manoeuvrable, but 
carry at least four people in comfort 
and have a decent boot, oh, and don’t 
make it ugly.” 

So Mr Designer shuffles off, 
muttering “Cheers, thanks” before 
trying to work a miracle... and we 
are still waiting. 

But some efforts come closer to 
dream creation than others: 
Renault’s third generation Twingo 
(from £9,995) is one. 

The previous car (2007-2014) was 
too conventional: a small and rather 
bland three-door that shone in high 
performance guise, but not as 
eco-friendly urban runabout. 

The new car couldn’t be more 
different. It’s a cute five-door, 10cm 
shorter on the outside, but far roomier 
on the inside, and touches most of the 
aforementioned city car bases 
How has our frazzled Mr Designer 
created this? By sharing his prob¬ 
lems with his mate at Germany’s 
Smart, creating a rear engine/ 
rear-driven layout that also under¬ 
pins the forthcoming Smart ForFour. 
This has allowed what I rate as a

proper city car because it delivers a 
turning circle of just 8.59 metres, 
with the front wheels swinging 
through an impressive 45 degrees. 

With four side doors and decent leg 
and head room for all four passengers 
it could even qualify as a miniature 
London cab, but for a modest boot 


dictated by the rear engine. 

Unlike some past cars of similar 
format, there is no luggage space 
under the bonnet either: Renault 
says this area was needed to beef up 
crash safety on such a compact car. 

To compensate for the modest 
188-litre boot though, the rear 



seatbacks can be set in a ‘cargo’ 
position at 90 degrees to boost 
volume to 219 litres, while still 
carrying two rear passengers. With 
the 50:50 split-folding rear seats 
lowered, the boot space rises to 980 
litres and a folding front passenger 
seat comes as standard - unique for

the city car segment. 

You might now ask whether the 
rear engine and consequent light 
front end recreates the Achille’s Heel 
of classics like the V W Beetle and 
older Porsche 911s. 

But the Twingo fields all the 
modern driving aids to keep the little 
car on track Indeed, it’s good fun 
thanks to two lively three-cylinder 
petrol power options: a naturally 
aspirated 999cc 70bhp, and 898cc 
89bhp turbocharged unit. 

The former is cheaper to buy and 
run and doesn’t feel slow even if 
0-62mph in 14.5 seconds is modest 
and, besides, the lavish Twingo 
customisation options are what most 
customers are more interested in. 

My favourite is the turbo, as tested 
here. It costs more, but you’ll get that 
cash back in extra pace and flexibility.

GILLINGHAM’S new manager Jus¬

As the clock ticked away, all eyes 
were on Gillingham, and it was John 
Marquis who got the goal. 

The striker, who is on loan from 
Millwall, managed to tuck away a 
low cross just 11 minutes before the 
final whistle, with the Gills taking the 
full three points. 


Edinburgh said the win was a great 
way to kick off his time at Gillingham 
saying that he’ll be looking to help 
take the team up the table after a 
form slump saw them slip. 

He said: “We’ve got to look up rath¬ 
er than down, that’s me as a person. 

“You need to have an ambition to 
try and over achieve and that’s the 
task we’ll set the players. If you do that 
then you’re going to be successful.” 

Speaking about how he’ll keep 
pushing the team higher, he said: 
“You’ve got to play to the strengths of 
the players, there is a team here full of 
enthusiasm - maybe we need to tight¬ 
en up without the ball.
